WONDERFUL ASSET 


Erection of a system of steel towers 
lor electric transmission lines is be¬ 
ginning to tell its own story before 
any authoritative information is giv¬ 
en out by the Southern California Ed¬ 
ison Co. The towers, in two lines, are 
in a general north and south line from 
the mountains at Kinneloa ranch at 
least as far as the Southern Pacific 
line at East San Gabriel. Right of 
way has been purchased outright, as 
well as additional tracts of some size 
adjacent thereto. 

Although the company has been 
keeping its own counsel, many sur¬ 
mises may be made as to the probable 
program of development. It is known 
of course, that the company will have 
a great additional supply of hydro¬ 
electric energy from its new Big 
Creek plants for which it must find a 
market soon. Being shut out of most 
of the Los Angeles field by the pur¬ 
chase of its city system by the Los 
Angeles municipal light and power 
bureau, the Edison Co., must necessar¬ 
ily market much of its power on the 
outside. The logical course, it has been 
pointed out, would be the development 
of outside industrial districts. Manu¬ 
facturing and industrial plants using 
a large amout of power, could be well 
accommodated in many outlying dis¬ 
tricts. 

In addition, the company’s business 
involves an immense amout of shop 
work of various kids. It is understood 
a large part of this now carried on in 
Los Angeles and elsewhere will be 
concentrated on land recently bought 
by the company at East San Gabriel. 

The new towers are of the type used 
for carrying transmission lines for 
the 250,000-volt current, a new record 
in power transmission. Just how the

Runyon’s suggestion in place of that 
j million dollar road through the Hearst 
ranch up north which has been de¬ 
scribed as “beginning nowhere and 
ending nowhere.” Mr. Runyon writes 
af follows in the Post: 

Ever since good roads came into ex- 
i istence because of the advent of the 
automobile there has been talk of 
building an automobile road into the 
mountains back of Pasadena, a road 
that would open up the wonders of 
this great section, just as the ‘Rim 
of the World” road in the San Ber¬ 
nardino opened up the great mountain 
section to the enjoyment and profit 
1 of that city. 

Persons competent to judge assert 
that such a road in the Sierra Mad re 
Moun'ains would open up scenery of 
far superior beauty than even the 
“Rim of the World” trip reveals. 

However that may be, it is very 
evident that a road out of Pasadena, 
leading through the upper reaches of 
the beautiful Arroyo Seco to the sum¬ 
mits of the mountains back of Swit¬ 
zer’s camp and circling the heights 
which overlook valley and desert, 
would be accessible to hundieds of 
thousands who otherwise would not 
attempt such an automobile journey. 

Such a road would be a mighty as¬ 
set to Pasadena, but still greater as¬ 
set to Los Angeles. 

There isn’t another large city in this 
country that can boast of such prox¬ 
imity to mountains, except those cit¬ 
ies that rest in the heart of the moun- 
ains, like Denver and Salt Lake City.

It has always been u source of won¬ 
der to me why this tremendous asset, 
so different from anything that any 
place in the east can hold for the 
tourist, is not developed. 

An auto road into the mountains 
is all that is needed to add another 
gigantic attraction here for the vis¬ 
itor. 

You have heard of the tourist from j 
the middle-west who after arriving' 
here went to the ocean and actually 
waded in the water to touch it. The
